per shift increase in wages. 
It seems certain that unless the 
government or the

owners, 
conceded the demands of the men, 
or made fresh and attractive offers 
more than 800,000 miners would not 
return to the pits Monday, thereby 
throwing hundreds of thousands of 
workers in other industries out of 
work and causing a critical situa­ 
tion in the economic life of the 
country. 
Official returns from the Nation­ 
al Miners’ 
ballot 
concerning the 
proposal of the owner showed an 
overwhelming majority in favor of 
rejection. 
At the morning’s crucial confer­ 
ence of the 
miners’ delegates 
a 
small majority held out for submis­ 
sion of the claims of the men to 
arbitration, but this was brushed 
aside. The government, while say­ 
ing little, for weeks has been ac­ 
tively preparing to handle the situ­ 
ation in the event of the strike be­ 
ing called.

Already more than 125 million 
bushels of our wheat has cleared 
for foreign ports, and the 
most 
optimistic figures have never in­ 
dicated a total exportable surplus 
to exceed 200 million bushels. 
In 
other words, much more than half 
of the wheat we can spare for ex­ 
port already has gone out of the 
country, and it is reliably reported 
around the Chicago wheat pit that 
traders have on hatful today for­ 
eign contracts for at least 50 mil­ 
lion bushels more than our total 
remaining exportable surplus. 
The feeling prevails that traders 
are in an extremely delicate posi­ 
tion, and once the market turns up­ 
ward must make a wild scramble 
to get enough grain to cover their 
foreign contracts.

T enem ent 
houses—

bedding and still m ore candid women 
—drew confidential h eads together on 
high, leaving visible only a slender 
ribbon of cobalt sky. 
In betw een the
